But be- 
fore the first contact the clouds partially 
disappeared, and the observations of the 
first contact were sharp and clear as the 
sun's limb was steady. At the time of 
totality the clouds had stil] further clear- 
ed away, and the transparency of the sky 
Was increased.

PINK PROMINENCES SEEN’ 
WERE QUITE UNUSUAL.

He Was in Charge of a Government 
EquatomMal Telescope, 

Barnesville, Ga., May 28.—To The Con- 
stitution: The corona was fainter than in 
1878, but of nearly the same general form. 
The striated structure in 1878 was scarce- 
ly apparent. 

The solar prominences, or the chromo- 
sphere, instead of the usual carmine or 
light crimson, was remarkable for being 
light pink. It is very unusval to see these 
light pink prominences; I have never seen 
them before. 

Witn the telescope which I used, I was 
unabl6 to see the striation that has fre- 
quently been seen in the middle corona 
In thig case, it was shown only on the 
outline. 

The seeing today was good, the weather 
was as favorable ag I have ever seen. In 
1869 I was at the total eclipse in Iowa, in 
1870 at Syracuse in Sicily, in 1878 at Colo- 
rado and in 1887 at the transit of Venus in 
Cedar Keys.

The shadow bands seem to be not well pronounced parallel bands of shadow 
and brightness, but appeared to be more like the reflection of rippled water 
projected upon a screen. Professor Updegraff and Professor Nastman made 
successful drawings of the finer details of the inner corona of the equatorial re- 
gions. All of this work shows the corona to have been remarkably similar to 
those of 1878 and 1889, both of which years were years of minimum sun spots. 
This had been anticipated from the fact that the surface of the sun had been 
free from spots during the greater part of the year and during a month's occu- 
pation of the station here only one group of small spotsahas been seen. Except 
the details of the inner corona which were similar in character to those photo- 
graphed in the India_eclipse by Campbell, the equatorial streamers were of a

Another 
plate was put in and exposed for ten 
seconds, The third plate was exposed for 
thirty-five seconds, The fourth plate was 
ingerted, but before the exposure could be 
made, the limb of the sun projected be- 
yond the moon and the total phase of the 
eclipse Was over. I got a flash picture of | 
this, however, with an exposure of half a 
second, and believe it will prove a fine 
picture when develuped, 

I have never seen a total eclipse, and 
the only view of this one I had was upon 
the plates. There it gave the appearance 
of a black disc surrounded with a roseate 
aureola of light. This was the corona. It 
actually faded out until it disappeared 
The size of the moon’s disc on this plate 
was four and one-half inches, and I pre- 
sume on the long éxposure the corona will 
project about three-fourths of the lunar 
radius, or one-half the lunar diameter. 

The moments of totality ran out very 
quickly to me. No time was lost, every- 
thing passed off smoothly in the dark 
room, ani we, feel that we secured as 
good resuJts as we hoped for or antict- 
pated. 


NEW METHOD OF CORONA 
SKETCHING IS INTRODUCED. 


BY POFESSOR OTIS ASHMORE, 
The Savannah Scientist, Who Watches 
for the Contacts. P 

Barnesville, Ga., May 28.—To The Con- 
stitution: My own aim was to sketch 
the corona in crayon by a new method, 
to observe the prominence and to time 
the contacts. At my suggestion, anJ 
by my direction, the shadow bands were 
observed by Dr. W. F. Aiken, of Savan- 
nah, and Professor Chappell, of Milledge- 
ville. 

The position angle of the first contact 
was carefully ascertained and indicated 
by a circular disc on the eyepiece of my 
telescope. My telescope was a new six- 
inch Clark equatorial one, which behaved 
in a most admirable manner. The first 
contact was sharp and distinct just when 
I had computed it™to be. For an howr 
the black ragged edge of the moon ate 
its way across the solar disc toward 
complete obscuration. The landscape 
soon began to assume a gloomy aspect 


and the alr was a little chNly. 


At the imbtient of totality the black 
shadeW ef the meen overwhelmed tis 
with startiing suddenness and. the pearly 
corena flashed out around the sun in a 
fan shape with wings extending along 
the ecliptic. The bright red solar prom- 
inences, with their sharp tongues of 
flame burst out in great beauty. These 
I carefully observed and noted in the 
drawing. The polar streamers were not 
particulaly noticeable in my field, though 
they were unmistakably present, At 
the moment of third contact, or end of 
totality, my attention was taken up with 
a close inspection of a large red promi- 
nence near the eastern limb of the sun, 
and before I could observe the reappear- 
ance of the bright limb and call the time 
for the chronometer, the flash came su- 
denly and the corona quickly disappear- 
ed. 

The success of my crayon method di 
sketching the corona I think is clearly 
justified, and it will doubtless be used 
in the future. We can more gaickly rep- 
resent just what we see by this method 
than by any otherand weget this soft blend- 
ing of color which is entirely elusive to 
all other methods. The shadow bands 
were distinctly observed by Dr. Aiken 
and Dr. Chappell and it. is possible that 
the developments of the plates will show 
that they were caught on the plate, a 
thing never before accomplished. 

All my telescopic arrangements had 
been arranged with much care, and the 
magnificent qualities of my fine glass 


gave perfectly sharp definations at all 
times.

WORK OF GOVERNMENT’S

our first practices, owing to the vibra- 
tory variableness of the polar axis to 
which our five cameras were attached, 
we could obtain only ‘three drill expos- 
ures. Yesterday, however, we succeed- 
ed in securing four several times during 
the practice, and this morning we were 
fortunate to secure four in actual work. 


The exposures varied from two to 
twenty seconds, each camera, of course, 
securing the series of exposures. Our 
fine lenses were as follows:

Light 
clouds again obscured the sun within a 
few seconds after totality. But during 
the intervining time the astronomers 
were afforded a magnificent opportunity 
to make the observations they had made 
Lrepurations for in so many month, of 
patient painstaking laber. 

What results have been accomplished 
will net be until the 
photographs taken dur- 
totality have been 
developed. No studied attempt.was made 
to effect visual observations, but from the 
appearanca of the corona and the general 
appearance of the sun during totality the 
astronomers believe they have secured 
some valuable and interesting informa- 
tion, and possibly made scme discoverics 
of ths greutest acientific value. 

Professor Campbe’l and each of the 
members ir. his party are jubilant over 
what they consider the complete and suc- 
cessful accomplishment of the:plans of 
the expedition. The total phase Degun

The only thing that in the slightest de- 
gree marred the otherwise perfect suc- 
ceas of the observations was the failure 
of a small clock attached to the spectro- 
scope handled by Professor Campbell. 
The clock stopped in the midst of the 
@hase of tctality, and several valuable 
seconds wtre lost in starting it The 
spectroscope was one designed to secure 
a continuous spectrum cf the cuorona of 
the sun Curing the phase of totaHty. An- 
other spectrum of the corona was sé- 
cured, however, from a similar spectro- 
scope operated by Dr.’ J. H. Wilterdink, 
of the Leidin observatory in Holland, 

Professor H. D. Curtis, of the University 
of the Pacific, at Ban Jose, Cal., was the 
only member of the party to observo any 
“prominances’ on the” sun during the 
eclipse. He saw several on the western 
edge of the sun about two seconds before 
totality. In color they were bright red 


} with the edges markedly. serrated. They 


were not visible after totality began. No 
important visual discovery was made, and 
none was attempted. 

Results May Mean Much, 

While the astronomers refuse to talk of 
their photographs until developments aré@ 
made, they feel assured that if.-any un-

The 
eclipse duration was that given by the 
American Nautical almanac, but occurred 
seven seconds sooner than the predicted 
time. The corona was visible seventy 
seconds after the reappearance of the 
sun.

The 6-80 was to record the photograph- 
ic appearance of the corona. 

The short ones of comparatively large 
aperture give relatively longer exposure 
for photographing the extension of the 
corona. The short time exposures were 
for the purpose of securing the brighter 
and inner parts of the corona; the longer ° 
time exposures were for photographing 
the longer and more remote streamers of 
the corona. In short, for giving the full- 
est detail of the most delicate parts of 
the corona. 

From a scientific standpoint the appa- 
ratus we used this morning was more 
powerful and of more precision for ex- 
amining the constitution and extension 
of the corona than any used at previous 
eclipses. 

If we obtain the results that we hope 
for, we will get important information 
bearing on disputed questions concerning 
the chemical constitdtion of the corona 
and its physical condition.

In response to a petition from the teach.

The New York Journal prints a strong 
interview from Mr. Richard Croker in 
which he comes out unreserved for Mr.

SOME REUNION NOTES. 


Atlanta's coming blue and gray reunion 
on the historic battle field of Peachtree 
creek is attracting attention throughout 
the country. 

I asked Colonel W. A. eet 
day if he proposed to bring it prominent: 
before out veterans at Louisville this 
week. 

“You need not ask that question,” he 
replied, “I am going to do my best to en- 
list the enthusiastic interest of the old 
confederates in it, and whenever I meet 
a veteran on the other side I'll make it a 
point to tel] him that we want to see him 
here on the 2th of July. From now on I 
inténd to do everything in my power to 
make the occasion in every Way notable 
and brilliant.” 


Our ex-confederates all talk tn the same 
strain and the press and people of Geor- 
gia are giving the affair their hearty sup- 
port. 

Atlanta never does anything in a halt- 
way fashion, and even at this early date ft 
is safe to predict that July 20th will be a 
red letter day in our calendar and will be 
regarded as an occasion of national im- 
portance. 

After leaving Colonel Hemphill I found 
myself thinking of the wonderful changes 
of a generation in the matter of public 
sentiment. 

For the benefit of my younger readers, 
let me recal] a chapter of old time his- 


tory. 


After the surrender the people of At- 
lanta were very bitter. 

They would have been either less or 
more than human if they had been other- 
wise. 

Our returning refugees had to live in 
cabins and tents, and our main streets 
were buried under ashes and the debris 
of fallen walls. 

Moscow was not more desolate after its 
destruction. 

Under federal martial] law we had few 
rights and Jittle protection. The ex-con- 
federdtes who were trying to rebuild their 
homés had to struggle with many difficul- 
tis 

- the end of six months they had clear- 
away some of the rubbish and a few 


rick storehouses and hundreds of wooden 


shanties Jined our business streets. 

At first our returned confederates wore 
their old gray uniforms, Recause they 
were penniless and coula # no better. 

A common thing in those days was to 
see a federal’officer stop one of these men 
and with a knife rip the confederate but- 
tons from his uniform. 

Of course this provoked fights and fatal 
encounters. 

In a short time these petty acts of op- 
pression ceased, but_they were not forgot- 
ten. 

Our women were the last to forgive and 
forget the harsh treatment of their de- 
fenders. 

Even when the town had settled down 
into comparatively a peaceful condition 
the line was drawn between the blue and 
the gray—the unionists and the confeder- 
ate element. 

I have seen ladies from neighboring 
towns stop in front of stores on Whitehail 
and refuse to enter unti] they were 45-~- 
sured that none bat southerners were em- 
ployed there. 

The national flag wag cordially» hated 
and the sight of a blue uniform threw 
some people into spasms of indignation. 


In our poverty and desolation we made 
an effort to put on the appearance of 
gayety and various public entertainments 
were given for charitable objects. 

At some of these federal] officers and

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CHATTANOOGA IN DARKNESS. 


Not on Account of Eclipse, but Be- 
cause of a Fire. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., May 28.—(Special.) 
The city is in total darkness tonight, as 
the result of a fire which occurred at 
10 o’clock at the plant of the Chattanoo- 
ga Light and Power Company.

THERMOMETER TOOK A BIG TUMBLE 


Uncertain Orbit ot the Moon Gave 
the Scientists Trouble, but Mis- 
calculation Was Slight. 


Wadesboro, N. C., May 28.—The scientific 
men of America and England who have 
been located here for weeks past in prepa- 
ration for the eclipse of the sun were 
never more delighted than they were this 
morning to see the sun rise in a sky that 
was absolutely cloudless, save here and 
there a streak of cirrus. As euriy as 6 
o’clock the observers were hastening to 
their various positions of observation, 
and all was in readiness iong before the 
hour. for the eclipse. Professor Langley, 
in charge of the Smithsonian observatory, 
had assigned men to separate stations, 
and all performed thelr duties like clock- 
work. 

Professor Young, of Princeton, observ- 
ed speciaily for the green line of the spec- 
trum, due to unknown gas Known as 
‘‘cororium.’”’ 

At the critical moment his sight failed, 
and the opportunity was lost, 

Rev. Mr. Quinby, of Berwin, near Phila- 
delphia, was observer for sun Spots. re- 
fessor H. H. Clayton, of Blue. Hills, me- 
teoroligizal observatory, took the, change 
in temperature, At the beginning of the 
eclipse the temperature was 71 degrees. It 
quickly fell to 65, and for five to ten nin- 
utes after totality it remained at bo, Then 
it begun to rise rapidly, and at 1:30 
o’clock was 78. The record shows a fall 
of 8 and a rise of 1b. 

Mrs. Clayton caught the color sketch 
of the eclipse, whicn was dark 
the first to deep blue, then to 
lines, and at totality after sunset eflects 
all around the horizon. 

Professor J. B. Coit, of Boston, paid at- 
tention particularly to the important mat- 
ter of *he corona and protuberances, and 
his observations settled one very impor- 
tant matter in regard to the present 
eclipse—that is, that there were no white 
prominences in this particular eclipse.

Over in the west a few stars 
were observed. 


ECLIPSE IN ALABAMA. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 28.—Fourteen 
astronomers from idifferent universities 
throughout the north took observations 
of the eclipse at Union Springs this morn- 
ing. They were provided with the most 
improved instruments and the result of 
the work will be of great benefit to the 
scientific world. They secured twenty-. 
six plates of the approach and fifty of the 
totality. Three of these plates were de- 
veloped in ice water and were pronounced 
perfect.” Owing to the peculiar nature of 
the plates the remainder cannot be de- 
veloped until they are in a climate that is 
cooler. All present were well satisfieu 
with the outcome, and while a slight hazi- 
ness interfered somewhat with the views 
of the corona, the result was gratifying. 
Among the party present were Professors 
Wadsworth, of Alleghany observatory; 
Brashear. of Alleghany; Kintner, of Uni- 
versity of Pennsy!vania; Davis, of United 
States coast survey; Northrop, of Johns 
Hopkins: Ward. of Baldwin, Kas.; Wil- 
son, of Beaver Falls, Pa.; aWrd, of 
wa, Kas. 

This city was just off the line of totali- 
ty, but the moon appeared to come in ex- 
actly between the earth and the sun, but 
to he scarcely large enough to cover the 
face of the Jatter.

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EMERY GIRLS 
GO TO STOCKADE 


Vicissitades Through Which They Have 
Passed Within a Week. 


FATHER 


Mother Was Turned Out of Her Home 
and Camped in Street. 


DESERTED THEM 


WERE FINED IN POLICE COURT YESTERDAY 


Police Say That the Help They Sud- 
denly Recéived Was Too Much 
Prosperity for Them. 


Because they were not able to pay & 
police court fine yesterday morning, Geor- 
gia Ann Emery and Mary Ann Emery 
were sent to the city stockade for seven 
days. 

The vieissitudes through which these 
girls have passed within the past week is 
one of the most remarkable bits of his- 
tory that has ever come within the notice 
of the police authorities of Atlanta. 

About a week ago George Emery, it is 
caid, deserted his wife and six children, 
after having placed them in a negro house 
to live. He paid. $1 down for house rent 
and then left the city. 

Three or four days ago Mrs. Emery was 
found by the police camping in,the street 
with her lot of old household goods piled 
in a confusion and the four younger 
children gnawing at*crusts of bread. 

Georgia Ann and Mary Ann, aged six- 
teen and fourteen respectively, were out 
looking for work for several days, and 
when their mother was put into the 
street they tried to find another roof to 
shelter the family from the elements. 

The condition. of the poverty-stricken 
family was published in The Constitution, 
and a number of people went to their as- 
sistance at once. Mrs. Emery was givcn 
a house to live in until she could do bet- 
ter, and work was found for the girls. 

Saturday night the girls were arrested 
for being drunk, and noisy on the streets. 

Yesterday morning they were tried in 
the police court and each was fined $3.75. 
They could not pay the amounts and they 
were taken to the stockade for a week. 

The police say that they were the re- 
“ipients of so much charity, both moncy 
and goods. being received by them that 


“their heads were turned. 


“What they received was to them a 
sudden acquisition of wealth,’’ said an 
officer who had been looking into the case, 
‘and. Hke many others, they couldn't 


stand too much prosperity.’”’ 

Mrs. Emery states that the two girls 
are the only means of support for herself | 
and the other children. What she will 
do now that they are both in the stockade | 
is not known. It is possible that somc- 
body will pay the fines for the girls and 
let them go back to work so they can be 
of assistance to their old mother. 


WAGES WERE ADVANCED 


Standard Oil Company Employees Get 
More‘ Money. 


IT TOOK EFFECT ON MAY 15TH, 


Is Estimated That 1,000 Men Will 
Be Benefited by the Increase, 
Which Is for 10 Per Cent. 


An increase of 10 per cent in the wages 
of a certain class of employees has becn 
announced by the Standard Oil Company, 
of Kentucky. It is estimated that about 
1.000 men will be benefited by this ad- 
vance and many of the Atlanta employees 
will come in for their share. 

The advance was decided upon recent- 
ly at a meeting of the board of directors 
of the company, but it was not until a few 
days ago that news of the increase reach- 
ed this city. The increase {n wages, too, 
went into effect on May 15th and the ex- 
tra pay has already been given the em- 
ployees.

| Dr. King’s New Discovery for any trouble 


Interesting and Important Case Up 
Before Justice J. N. Bate- 
man Yesterday. 

A case which involves an interesting 
point of law came before Justice J. N. 
Bateman yesterday. On October 21, 1899, 
a criminal warrant sworn out 
against Hayden Hamilton for cheating 
and swindling, the offense being alleged 
to have been committed October. 23, 1897 
It will be noticed that the warrant was 
issued two days before the bar of limita- 


tion provided by law. 

The defendant's attorneys raised the 
point that the statute of limitation ap- 
plied in the case, contending that the 
terms of section 30 of the criminal code 
was applicable to an indictment and not 
a warrant. 

The section in question reads: “*In- 
dictments may be found and filed in the 
proper courts in all misdemeanors with- 
in two years after the commission of the 
offense and at no time thereafter.”’ 

Justice Bateman held the defendant 
in bonds of $100\to appear at the city court 
next month. Jn doing so he said that 
his court was-one of preliminary inves- 
tigation, whose duty it was to bind over 
on suspicion of guilt. If the technical 
point raised was binding, that question 
would have to be decided by. the higher 
court. He said he had failed to find in 
the criminal code an enactment that 
covered the case, and to his knowledge 
the supfeme court had never decided 
whether an ordinary warrant would sus- 
pend the statute of limitation the same as 
an indictment. 

If the defendant, continued the judge, 
had committed no wrong, to be bound 
over to the city court would work no in- 
justice to him; on the other, hand, if 
he was found to be guilty as charged, 
the higher court holding that the serving 
of the process prevented the bar, it would 
be seen how essential it was that the 
justice should bind him over. To dis- 
miss the case might defeat the ends of 
justice. The action of the higher courts 
in this case may establish an important

Confederates Are How Filling the 


Kentucky Metropolis, 


ADVANCE «GUARD ARRIVES

Every Incoming Tran Is Bringing 
treat Crowds, 


GENERAL MOORMAN IS ON HAND 


Stephen D. Lee Reaches the City and 
Is Quickly Surrounded by Men 
Who Followed Him Dur- 
ing the Days of 
the Sixties. 


Toultsville, Ky... May 28.—The confeder- 
ates have berun to invade Loulsville. Al- 
though only the advance guard have ar- 
rived, every incoming train tonight a'®¥ 
tomorrow will bring great crowds and by 
Wednesday morning it is belleved there 
will be fully 100,000 visitors in the city, In- 
cluding fully 10,000 veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

Adjutant General Moorman, the first of 
the chief officers to arrive, reached 
Louisville tonight from his home in New 
Orleans and proceeded at once to the 
Louisville hotel, where he established ths 
official headquarters of the United Con- 
federate Veterans. With General Moor- 
man was a nuniber of New Orleans vet- 
erans, including Dr. Tebault, the surgeon 
general of the confederate nationa] or- 
ganization. 

General John B.° Gordon, the com- 
mander-in-chief, and Rev. B. M. Palmer, 
the opening day orator, will reach here 
tomorrow afternoon. 

Judge J. H. Reagan, of Dallas, Tex., a 
distinguished confederate and the only 
surviving member of the confederate cabi- 
net, will also arrive tomorrow et the head 
of a big delegation of Texas confederates. 

Among the prominent arrivals today was 
General Stephen D. Lee, of Columbus, 
Miss., one of the five surviving lieutenant 
generals of the war. 

The pews that Genera] Lee had arrived 
caused a number of his old comrades to 
flock to his.hotel to greet their old com- 
rade. 

While more than three score in years 
General Lee is vet a vigorous man and 
looks as if he could stand the hardships 
of another campaign. When he tells a 
story his eyes sparkle and it is with evi- 
dent delight that he relates some incidents 
of the battle field. 

All the state headquarters have been 
opened for several days and when the vet- 
erans grrive they Will be immediately es- 
corted to their respective state headquar- 
ters, where a committee of the local vet- 
erans will be in waiting to attend to the 
entertainment of the visitors. Registers 
have been supplied each of these state 
headquarters and every veteran from that 
state or who served in the troops raised 
in it during the war is expected to regis- 
ter, giving his home address, the @ampany 
in which he served during the war and his 
boarding place in Loulsville, In this man- 
ner it will be easy for any of the veterans 
to find each other. 

A telegram received today stated that a 
large delegation from the Jacksonville, 
Fla., board of trade would arrive tomor- 
row to make a fight for the confederate 
reunion in 1901.

Mrs. G. W. Stewart reported the work 
of the music section to have an instruc- 
tive study of Wagner and his works, 
with reading of Wagnerian choruses and 
a lecture on Tannhauser and ‘Typical 
Phrases.”’ 

Mrs. John C. Reed’s current events’ re- 
port was, as is usual] with Mrs. Reed’s 
club work, unique and humorous and a 
modest account of the subjects of tthe 
section’s debates and the genera! interest 
in them. 

The civics section and recording secre- 
tary’s report by Miss Whaley, the former 
mentioning nine lectures on the subject, 
were shown appreciation by a rising vote 
of thanks, while Miss Emily Harrison’s 
educational report with a reyliew of the 
lectures under its auspices and Mrs, A.* 
McD. Wilson's account of the house com- 
mittee’s able work in delightful enter- 
tainment, etc., were received with ap- 
plause.
